total of 305 persons aboard the 
plane, a U S Air Force C5A 
Galaxy transport that stands as 
high as a six-story building, of- 
ficials said. 


The US Embassy said that in 


addition to the orphans, the_ 
transport carried 44 escorts, 16 
crewmen and two flight nurses. 
A spokesman said about 100 
orphans and 15 to 20 adults were 
pulled out alive. Hospital of- 
ficials said the rest were either 
dead, injured or still trapped in 
the wreckage in a paddy field 
H4 miles from the airport. 


One survivor said there were 


not enough oxygen masks to go 
around, and a congressman in 
Washington urged that all CaAs 
be grounded because the plane 
"has never- performed up to 
specifications."

Viet Crash 


Ranks As 
4th Worst 


By Asstdafed Press 


Reports of fatalities in the 


crash in Saujon today of a U S 
Air Force CSA transport carry- 
ing 243 Vietnamese orphans in- 
dicated it .would be the fourth 
worst aircraft disaster on 
record. 


U.S. officials said that 305 


persons were aboard and that 
the fate of more than 180 was not 
known. They said about 100 
orphans and 15 to 20 other per- 
sons aboard the plane were 
pulled from the wreckage alive, 
white the rest were either dead, 
injured or still trapped in the 
wreckage. 


Records show that the worst 


aviation disaster on record was 
the crash of a Turkish DC10 in 
March J974 while taking off 
from Oriy Airport in Paris: 345 
persons-were killed. 


The highest previous known 


crash toll was 176, a count that 
was recorded twice, when a 
Soviet plane crashed near Mos- 
cow hi October 1972 and when a 
Jordanian Boeing 707 . went 
down at. Kano, Nigeria, in 
January 1973.

Soviet plane crashed near Mos- 
cow in October 1972 and when 
Jordanian jet went down at 
Kano, Nigeria in January 1973 


U.S. Officials in Washington 


said it was the first fatal crash 
of a C5A, which the Air Force 
has been flying since 1970.

Press correspondent Huynh 
Minn Trinh that they .heard two 
explosions before the plane

Saigon's Tan Son Nhut air base 
at 4-10 p m. and was 18 miles 
northeast of Saigon when the 
"pilot reported that he has hav- 
ing decompression problems 
and would return to Tan Son 
Nhut.

Air Fwee (5A tnui^xxt oury - 
ing 243 V^namese orphans in­ 
dicated it would b e the fourth 
worst aircraft disaster on 
recmd. 
U.S. officials said that 305 
pmsons were ab oard and that 
the fate ct mart than 180 w ^ not 
known. They said ab out 100 
orpham arxl IS to 20 other per­ 
sons ab oard the plane were 
pulled from the wreckage alive; 
while the rest were either dead, 
injured or still trapped in the 
wreckage.

William Milliken 
signc*d into law Thursday .Under the mea.sure, individual and 
group disability insurance polit ies providing coverage on an ex­ 
pense-incurred basis and providing benefits for children of an in- 
surt*d person must extend those benefits to a newborn child of an 
insured person from the moment of birth. 
The coverage would be for injury and sickness, and for the 
neet*ssary care and treatment of congenital defects and birth ab­ 
normalities. Under the new law , if pay ment of a specific premium 
is retjuired to provide coverage for a newborn, the policy could 
retjuire that notification of the birth, and pay ment of the premium 
bi* made to the insurance c-ompany within 31 day s after the birth. 
The nc*w law does not apply to nonprofit corporations such as 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield although they already offer such coverage.
